Writing in the new Playfair 
Golf Annual for 1951 (Playfair 
Books Ltd, 57 Haymarket, 
London S.W.1., price 5s) he 
deals at length with this, par- 
tiovlar subject. 

He points out that for one. 
thing there are far more golfers 
in: America than in Bri- 
tain. He likena America to 
the young brother which has 
grown up into a Colossus from 
the small and frail dnfant to 
whom the game was taught. 
As one example he quotes ‘the 
entry figures .for the English 
Amateur Championship which 
are normally Wetween 200 and 
250 and ‘tkens them to those 
‘for the American Amateur 
awhich range from upwards of 
| twelve: hundred. 

Says Crawley: "I valieve that 

jin years to come, as in the 
ast, we shall be compelled to 
ow to the superiority of Ame- 
rican golfers and more oficn 
perhaps to American teams 
a4han to American individuals. 
From ime. to time we shall 
win a Walker, a Ryder or a 
Curtis and occasionally we 
shall be thrillzd and proud of 
another Cotton, another Tolley 
or another Miss Wethered. But, 
over the years, the moight of 
numbers gslone must ensure 
American svpromacy”, 

However ounpatatable this 
may be to Britain’s golf en- 
thusiagts, it has to be recognised 
as containing a wealth of wis- 
dom, 

And equally wisely does 
Crawley deal with the ques- 
tion of- professional- golf-in-Bri-- 
tain. He says that the war
